Because in the gecsent construction of the base burner, there is no such thing. Ask yourself the question. 
Does the so-called base burner burn on the base, or does the fire pot rest on the base?

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THE NET earnings of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration for the quarter ended December 31, 1909, 
were $40,971,309, which is about the amount of the 
conservative estimates, comparing with $38,246,907 in 
the September quarter and with $26,246,675 shown in 
the December quarter a year ago. One of the most 
encouraging features of the Steel report lies in that 
on December 31 last the mills had on their books un- 
filled orders for nearly 6,000,000 tons of various prod- 
ucts. The figures compare with 4,796,833 tons Sep- 
tember 30 last and with 3,603,527 at the close of De- 
cember a year ago. These bookings are the largest re- 
ported since September 30, 1907. Compared with a 
year ago the Steel Corporation now has a great deal 
more manufacturing capacity, and it is safe to assume 
that the present figures represent relatively as much 
business in hand as at the close of 1906 and the begin- 
ning of 1907. At that time the unfilled tonnage on the 
books averaged Between 8,000,000 and 8,500,000 tons. 
With the enlarged reduction the mills are now able to 
turn out a great deal more finished material. 








MANUFACTURERS of mail boxes will no doubt be in- 
terested in the recommendation contained in the annual 
report of First Assistant Postmaster

gress enact a law discontinuing postal de- 
Compulsory. 


livery to all apartments and residences in 
cities where private mail boxes are not provided at 
doors for the reception of mail matter. 

The yearly loss of carriers’ time in large cities where 
residents have no private mail receptacles is great, ac- 
cording to the report, which says: 

“By the most conservative estimate the average loss 
is fifteen seconds at each place of delivery ; if there are 
360 stops during the day, which is not an unusual num- 
ber for the average carrier, the Government is deprived 
of one and one-half hours’ daily service of each ¢arrier. 


The money loss is enormous in the aggregate, the aver- 
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age salary of the carriers being approximately $1,000. 
To require every patron of the city service to provide 
a proper mail receptacle conveniently located and to 
limit the distance a carrier shall travel from the street 
to residences to make deliveries would save the time of 
the carriers to such an extent as to reduce the cost of 
the service by several million dollars annually, and, be- 
sides, work directly to the advantage of patrons by ex- 
pediting: deliveries. 

“The following draft of legislation, designed to rem- 
edy the difficulties now experienced, is submitted by 
way of suggestion: 

“That after December 31, 1910, mail shall not be deliv- 
ered by city carriers except at residences and offices where 
approved mail receptacles are provided at the door or en- 
trance.” 

Should Dr. Grandfield’s recommendation meet with 
the approval of the Federal Legislature, and there is 
no apparent reason why it shouldn’t, mail box manu- 
facturers, and dealers will no doubt be deluged with 
orders for these goods for an indefinite time. If the 
law is enacted during the present session of Congress 
ample time will be given city residents to comply with 
it, if the time limit suggested by Dr. Grandfield, De- 
cember 31, 1910, is not shortened.

on constitutional grounds as soon as op- 
portunity offers to get a test case into 
the courts. It is plain that individual 
corporations at various points will refuse to make re- 
turns. 

As long ago as November 8, 1909, the Ohio State 
Board of Commerce, which is recognized both by citi- 
zens of that state and by many outside the boundaries 
of Ohio as an influential commercial! organization, took 
a position of emphatic opposition to the corporation- 
tax law. The sixteenth annual meeting of the associa- 
tion occurred in November, 1909, and during this ses- 
sion the following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that the Fed- 
eral law taxing the incomes of corporations will seriously in- 
terfere with the revenues of the state by taxing a subject cre- 
ated by the state, and upan which the state relies for a sub- 
stantial portion of its revenue, and that this board should use 
its influence to secure a repeal of said law, and that in the 
meantime it is desirable that the constitutionality of the law 
should be tested. 

Resolved, That the Commissioner and president of the 
Ohio State Board of Commerce be hereby authorized and 
directed to take such action as they may deem best to effectu- 
ate the purposes of this resolution 

These resolutions indicate opposition entirely on 
the theory that the law is unconstitutional, but there 
is other indication that opposition will be made to 
the enforcement of the law, by reason of the fact that 
the forms which have been prepared by the United 
States Internal Revenue Bureau involve radical de- 
partures from the provisions ‘of the law itself. One 
of the best-known firms of certified public accountants 
in the country in a circular recently addressed to its 
clients, recommends that in order to be assured of a 
position that will entitle it to any benefit that may come 


from a test of the law in the courts, a corporation 
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should make its returns under a_ protest, drawn in 
proper legal manner, setting up not only that the law 
is unconstitutional, but that the, form of return which 
the Internal Revenue Bureau requires corporations 
shall fill out is not the form required by the law. 

The ground of objection to the return form prepared 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau is that among the de- 
ductions it authorizes corporations to make from their 
gross income are expenses which have been incurred 
but not actually paid. The law itself provides for the 
deduction of “all ordinary and necessary expenses 
actually paid within the year out of income earnings.” 
The accounting firm quite properly insists: that “ex- 
penses incurred” are obviously not the same as “ex- 
penses paid.”” They direct attention to the fact that 
the Internal Revenue Bureau forms read as follows: 
“The deductions authorized shall include all expense 
items under the various heads acknowledged as liabili- 
ties by the corporation making’the return and entered 
on its books from January 1 to December 31.” The 
quoted clause seems to clearly permit a corporation to 
deduct a liability for an expense, notwithstanding pay- 
ment of the expense has not yet been made. 

The regulations of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
covering the enforcement of the corporation tax law 
have been issued. In a general way these regulations, 
in part, repeat the provisions of the law, but in part 
vary from the law. They require that income shall be 
arrived at on the basis of gross revenue or profit de- 
rived from the operation or management of the busi- 
ness and properties; gains realized on fixed assets, 
“expenses incurred,” interest, taxes and depreciation 
accrued, and losses sustained. 

Concerning these regulations, the accounting firm 
says: 

“As to manufacturing and mercantile companies, 
the regulations provide that one of the component 
items of expenses incurred shall be the cost of goods 
sold, arrived at on the basis of purchases, production 
and inventories. Compliance ‘with these regulations 
will necessitate an inventory as at December 31, 1900. 
Every manufacturing or mercantile company that did 
not take an inventory at December 31, 1908, needs to 
consider the question of the best means, whereby 
to arrive at a fair approximation of the cost value 
of materials, supplies, and goods on hand at that 


date.”

the work which the advertisement be- 
gan. It is a matter of fundamental importance that 
clerks should help along the good work brought about 
by store advertising by lending it their best efforts, 
for the success of any kind of retail advertising rests 
largely, and very largely, with the retail sales force. 
Tangible profits are only possible when the clerk 
possesses all the facts about the special advertised 
articles and uses these facts with the customers. 
Of course, all good clerks are familiar with the 
nature, uses and prices of the articles which they 
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sell, but sometimes the proprietor makes reductions 
in the price of certain goods and advertises such 
reductions in his daily paper, and it is lacking in in- 
formation in this particular that the retail clerk is 
apt to spoil a sale and sometimes fail to get the pros- 
pective customer’s patronage. Even the most straight- 
forward talks, the most convincing arguments on 
saving and known points of advantage will not re- 
move the impression of unreliability when a customer 
once finds a clerk is not posted on the advertised 
“specials.” All the low prices, rare bargains, and 
special offers will not repair a break caused by a 
lack of confidence. The prospective customer is never 
influenced. by the advertisement of a store which he 
does not believe in entirely. 

An admitted perplexing problem confronting re- 
tail merchants is how to compel intelligent co-opera- 
tion between their clerks and their advertising. Some 
retail stores have solved the problem in so far as 
they can issue certain orders and install systems for 
their -enforcement, but yet it is impossible to make 
the clerk think, remember, and use judgment with 
customers, 

To protect his profits it is necessary for the mer- 
chant to compel the clerk to keep up with him who 
writes the advertising for the store, who, as a rule, 
is quick to think and act, and who must create and 
develop new and original ideas for moving stock. It 
is setting a new and higher standard for clerks, and 
one which they must strive to live up to if they ex- 
pect to be numbered with the profit earners of a 
concern, 

Many stores change their advertisements daily. 
With this constant changing clerks must be regulated 
by some well defined system if the best results in 
co-operation are expected. A plan of co-operation 
which has been tested and found effective is one based 
on the idea of educating the clerk to read and study 
every ad carefully. When a corrected proof of the 
advertisement has been received from the newspaper. 
a proof is given to each clerk and is also posted on 
a bulletin board provided for that purpose. This 
board is placed in some convenient place so that every 
clerk can read every item in the ad and become 
familiar with the various “specials” and features of 
that day, and especially the articles in his own de- 
partment. 

3ut even this plan does not compel the clerk to 
read the ad unless he wants to, so to enforce the read- 
ing of it the man who has charge of the advertising 
clips from the proof the section of the advertiseméné 
pertaining to the various departments. These sec- 
tions are posted on a piece of paper and it is sent 
to each clerk, who must read the clipping carefully 
and sign his name to the section. If a clerk is found 
to be a careless reader or possessing a poor memory 
he is sometimes required to copy the section of the 
ad pertaining to his department once or twice, when 
he will, as a rule, have become familiar with the ar- 
ticles advertised. 

Every clerk should know all about the special offers 
from his department. It is the aim of some stores to 
enforce special study of advertisements of the store. 
This is done not only to have the clerk know what 
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crades are being offered, and the prices, but to know 
what is taking place throughout the entire establish- 
ment, 

Retail advertising usually is interesting store news 
and every clerk should find it vastly interesting and 
instructive, for as a rule it indicates the progress and 
crowth of the house. 

The inauguration in a retail store of a system of 
studying the firm’s advertisements should prove edu- 
cational to the sales force. It. should fit the clerks 
to assume positions of greater responsibilities. The 
study of advertisements of every description offers 
opportunities for self-education which is worth more 
than dollar’ value to any clerk. Few men are capable 
of writing really good advertisements, but every clerk 
is capable of finishing the work of a good ad, and 
the clerk who gives careful and conscientious study 
to the ads which are exploiting the goods he is sell- 
ing, will find he is at a better advantage to com- 
mand a higher salary.

Thank 
goodness Fernley does not appear to be a necessity at 
the summer meetings or banquets of the Hardware 
Manufacturers when they entertain the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers—and there has never been a taint 
of fakeism or graft at any of these summer banquets.

To avoid the possibility of accidents, from 
whatever cause, as far as domestic use is concerned, 
this stove is designed on lines entirely different in 
principle from many other stoves of this kind, say 
the manufacturers. The operation of the burner of 
the “Insurance” gasolene stove is as follows: The 
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gasolene passes from the feed pipe into the tee and 
then into the burner tube through a fine wire screen 
which effectually prevents any dirt which may have 
gotten past the filter from getting into the burner. As 
the gasolene rises in the tube, the float ascends, carry- 
ing up into place the valve attached to it and automati- 
cally shutting off the supply when the fluid reaches 
a certain height. It is generated by a torch (no drip 
cup) placed in a holder under the burner head, which 
burns a blue flame while heating. As the gasolene is 
converted into gas, the float is forced down, opening 
the valve at the bottom and giving full supply to the 
burner. A child can open any of the valves, or the 
burner flame can be blown out, yet no gasolerie can 
escape, as the inside cut-off is closed automatically 
and no gasolene can flow into the burner. It is de- 
clared to be a safe-guard against any and all accidents 
from any cause, and to make gasolene as safe a fuel 
as coal or wood. To all “Insurance” stoves the Na- 
tional Stove Co. attach a filter, which thoroughly sep- 
arates dirt, water or any foreign substance (up to 
its holding capacity) from the gasolene, and allows 
only the pure gasolene to pass into the burner.

DISTINGUISHING WROUGHT IRON AND 
STEEL. 








For many purposes wrought iron is superior to 
steel, although large quantities of soft steel are now 
used where wrought iron was previously employed, 
says the Brass World. Wrought iron resists corrosion 
better than steel, as the slag in the fibres acts as a 
protective coating when corrosion sets in. For skim- 
mers and stirrers used in brass melting, wrought iron 
lasts much longer than steel, and should be used for 
this purpose. As it is frequently desired to ascertain 
whether a specimen is wrought iron or steel, a simple 
test will serve to indicate it. The sample to be tested 
is cleaned from grease and scale by scouring, and then 
immersed in a solution composed of the following :— 
Water, 9 parts; sulphuric acid, 3 parts; muriatic acid, 
1 part. The acids are poured into the water and al- 
lowed to cool. A glass or porcelain vessel is used. 
The specimen is allowed to remain in the solution for 
15 Or 20 minutes, when it is removed, rinsed in water, 
and dried with a cloth. The fibres will now show 
plainly; but if not, the specimen is returned and al- 
lowed to remain longer. As iron is made up of a 
series of fibres interspersed between which is the slag, 
it is a Simple matter to distinguish it. Soft steel dis- 
solves uniformly and without the fibrous structure 


found in wrought iron.

President Krueger’s Address. 


I am delighted to have the privilege of addressing you here 
today, and am only too willing to do what little I can to assist 


figure a fixed salary for yourselves? 








you in bettering the condition of the retaif dealers of thi 
country. The evolution is slow but sure. , 

We retailers have not participated in the prosperity of the 
country to the extent that have manufacturers, jobbers and 
farmers in recent years. The manufacturing and jobbing 
houses of this country have in a comparatively few years 
grown to institutions of gigantic proportions controlling mil- 
lions upon millions. 

Those following agricultural pursuits and lands have 
doubled and trebled within the last ten years. At the same 
time the trend of the retailer’s profits has been comstantly 
downward. 

It is a conceded fact that the retailers are equal intellectually 
and morally to any class of men in the commercial pursuits. 
Are not then we retailers in a measure to blame for this con- 
dition of affairs? 

Take for example, how many of us are retailing nails over 
the counter for 3 cents per pound, and selling linseed oil and 
white lead at cost. You may say, “Neighbor Jones across 
the street is doing it, so I am compelled to do the same.” 
Now what is needed to change these conditions is organiza- 
tion. Your presence here tells me that you all believe in or- 
ganization. 

But how many of you have organized the dealers in your 
own town? How many of you have organized your own in- 
dividual business? Get together is the plan of today. Talk 
it over with your neighbors. Regulate the prices on these 
staple commodities so they will at Ieast pay the cost of do- 
ing business. 

If your neighbor Jones is making a push on a Steel Range 
at $40.00, don’t try to get a range to compete with him at 
$38.00, and thereby lessen your profit, but take a little better 
range and set the price at $45.00 if you please, talk quality and 
give quality and thereby establish your standard a little higher 
than your competitors. 

Again, how many merchants of to-day, know positively the 
actual cost of doing business. This. is a question which con- 
fronts all lines of trade, and it is a question which no one man 
can figure out for his neighbor, but each individual merchant 
must by records carefully kept during the year, determine 
for himself, for locations and conditions will change the per- 
centage materially. 

How many of you in figuring the cost of doing business 
It is actually surprising 
to learn how many people there are in the retail business that 
forget to get their names on the pay-roll. 

Any business should pay the proprietor a good salary, all 
running expenses, and leave a good fair percentage on capital 
invested. 

Think of the hours a retailer puts in. From seven in the 
morning until six or possibly ten o’clock at night. In many 
cases, from two to six hours Sundays. Seldom that you have 
a full holiday. These conditions are not the fault of your 
business, but the fault lies in the way you run your business 

Make up your mind to adopt fixed policies governing every 
department of your business and then stand by your policies 

Don’t be afraid to ask a profit; you must have it. 

Don’t be afraid to refuse a man credit when you know he is 
bad. 

Don't be afraid to make him settle for fear you will los« 
his trade. 

Too many of us are afraid to say no, to the many demands 
made upon us; and too often we set aside our convictions 
when we know we are right. 

Organize your own business along fixed lines and organiz« 
your local merchants in the same manner. 

Work together continually for improvement, but work in 
harmony always; for upon the co-operative strength of ever) 
organization depends its success. 


The report of C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., Secretary 
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reasurer, showed that there was an increase in mem- 

ership of 115 in the state of Wisconsin within the last 

ear. The Association was founded in Milwaukee 14 

ears ago with 40 members, 22 of whom are still mem- 

ers and who were in attendance at the meeting. Three 

of the charter members died during 1909.

A 15-minute address was delivered by C. A. Cryder- 
man of the John Pritzlaff Hardware Co., Milwaukee, 
on the subject of “Commercial Law,” the speaker de- 
claring that the retail men should act like wholesalers 
and manufacturers if they were to succeed.

A FEATURE OF FURNACE WORK SAID TO 
BE NEGLECTED. 


(ZOODYEAR BROS. 


In the following communication C. De Witt Wagner 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, manufacturer of the Wagner 
Patent Elbow Shears, charges that a most important 
feature of the inside cold air system of a warm-air 
furnace heating plant has been neglected by furnace- 
men, namely, keeping the cold air boxes and pipes 
free from spiders’ webs, on which dust, lint, flies, etc., 
accumulate, tending to obstruct said bores and pipes. 
Mr. Wagner says he has no knowledge of ever having 
seen this matter discussed, except in a somewhat in- 
definite way in the Warm Air Furnace Handbook of 
the Federal Furnace League, concerning which he 
says: “In describing the outside cold air they say a 
suitable opening should be made to clean the box; it 
being connected with the outside the inference is that 
dust and bugs and such like are liable to get into 
the box. But with the inside system the boxes are 
usually suspended from the ceiling and this same plan 
would not work.” Mr. Wagner's communication, 
which follows, will undoubtedly be read with interest. 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN invites further correspond- 
ence on this subject from its readers. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Furnace heating in the West and some other parts 
of the country is principally done by the inside re- 
turn cold air system. One of the most important 
features of this part of the work, I do not remember 
ever seeing discussed. 

Furnacemen talk learnedly about the amount of 
inside return air to be used. Some say you need as 
much return air as hot air and others that you must 
have at least one-fifth more if the furnace is expected 
to work properly. Furnace work, generally, is taken 
at a close margin, and in order to do the work at the 
price expected, the furnaceman will cut down on ma- 
terial and will put in as little cold air as possible. 
In all such cases and others where the furnace appar- 
ently has enough cold air, the furnace may work 
fairly well the first year, but during the second it 
will not do as well, and about the third or fourth 
year there is trouble for the furnaceman. 

In order to locate the trouble we will go to the 
attic or any other unused room in the house and what 
do we find? Why, spider webs in abundance, and in 
some cases the word “abundance” does not begin to 
describe it! While “Mr. Spider’ was at work in the 
attic he had some industrious relatives in the cold 
air boxes and pipes and they did their work only too 
well. The consequence was that when the furnace 
was fired in the fall the cold air boxes and pipes were 
partially obstructed. Lint and dust will settle on the 
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webs so they will have the same effect as though a 
cloth were stretched across a part of the box or pipe. 
In opening and closing the doors of the rooms the 
air current will sometimes break these webs, but in 
many cases they will remain intact. When the webs 
are formed near the cold air registers very often 
the lint and dust on the webs will completely cover 
the opening. 

If we leave the obstruction part out of the ques- 
tion and consider the sanitary side, we find a sad 
state of affairs. The ordinary cold air box and pipe 
contains dust, lint, bugs and a fine assortment of dis- 
ease germs. 

I am not “knocking” warm.:air furnace heating, 
for I believe it the best system yet, but think this part 
of the work has been sadly neglected, and in justice 
to the furnaceman will say it is not wholly his fault. 
There is a price established in most localities, and 
in order to get the business he must meet this price 
and in doing so can not afford to do any extra work 
on the job; but where a customer is willing to pay 
the price, openings should be made in the cold air 
boxes and pipes so they can be readily cleaned. These 
openings can be closed with suitable slides. If the 
sides of the cold air boxes are made of wood, cleats 
or pockets can be nailed to the wood to receive the 
slide. For the cold air pipes pockets can be formed 
on the slide, so all that is necessary is to cut the hole 
in the pipe and put in the slide. A brush or cloth on 
a stick or wire can be used to clean the boxes and 
pipes, which can easily be done if provision is made 
for it, and you will be surprised at what you find in 
the cold air boxes and pipes. 

It is not a bad idea to arrange the hot air pipes 
so they can be cleaned without taking them down.

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PATTERNS FOR OBLIQUE CONNECTION IN A 
RECTANGULAR PIPE. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I am submitting herewith patterns for oblique con- 
nection in a rectangular pipe in response to the re- 
quest of W. E. Downing of Eldorado, Kans., who, in 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Of January 8, presented a 
drawing of a rectangular pipe connecting with a tank 
at the bottom, and asking for information that would 
aid him in making the body in one piece. 

Describe circle the size of tank and locate short 
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of miter line from tank draw horizontal line K L, 
producing it to right. Above K L, and equal to hori- 
zontal distance between connections, draw line M JN, 
producing it to right; below K L and to right of plan, 
draw line F’ H’, making its length equal to inclined 
line F H of elevation; complete the rectangle (z) and 
letter it as shown, make the angle E’ F’ H’ equal to 
angle E F H of elevation and same size; do same with 
rectangle (2) at H’ to represent other end, and pro- 
ject lines from all corners of both rectangles as 
shown, letting those from (1) pass just beyond line 
K L, and those from (2) pass just above line M N. 
Mark point O where projector from F’ (1} intersects 
line K L, and draw the inclined line to nearest inter- 
section on M N. 

With projector from corner of rectangle (2) mark 
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connection to same in proper position by drawing 
two parallel lines as A and B, spaced to equal width 
of pipe and produced indefinitely above plan; at a 
distance greater than the horizontal length of desired 
connection, draw horizontal line C D. Above C D, and 
equal to the thickness of pipe, draw horizontal line 
E F. Above EF and equal distance pipe must rise 
(the “vertical rise’), draw horizontal line GH. Be- 
low GH, and equal to thickness of pipe, draw an- 
other horizontal line. On GH space from line B, 
projected from plan; the distance connection must 
offset and complete the rectangle at J, and also at J, 
size of pipe; draw inclined lines connecting the cor- 
ners as shown. At distance you want nearest corner 


this point as P, and bisect the line, marking point of 
bisection as Q. With Q O or Q P as a radius, and Q 
as center, describe arcs R and S as shown; mark point 
of intersection of projector C’ with K Las T, With 
O T as radius and O and P as centers, strike arcs 
intersecting those just drawn from Q, as R and S, 
draw line from P through FR until it intersects pro 
jector from C’ (1), also from O through S, until it 
intersects the projector from H’; draw the two miter 
lines from O and from P, also the two oblique lines 
from intersections of projectors with the two miter 
lines just drawn. This gives all lines in their true 
length, so that parallel development will secure desired 
patterns. . 
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For pattern of the middle section draw stretchout

FOREIGN ROOFING METHODS. 





DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


English Galvanized Shget Iron Predominates Market. 

Consul-General Fenton R. McCreery, of Santo Domingo, 
states in regard to the sale of corrugated galvanized sheet 
iron in the Dominican Republic: 

“There would seem to be an opportunity for competition 
on the part of American manufacturers of galvanized sheet 
iron in the markets of this country, where at present the Eng- 
lish product predominates. The imports of galvanized sheet 
iron into the Dominican Republic during 1908 were valued at 
$46,970, and $39,450 worth of this came from the United 
Kingdom. The United States supplied $7,334 worth, Germany 
$66, and other countries $120, The sheets are used chiefly for 
the roofs, though sometimes for the sides, of buildings. The 
English galvanized iron imported at this port is 6 feet long 
and 3 feet wide, with 11 corrugations or channels, and in 
thickness is either gauge 26 G or 28 G. Nos. 24 G and 30 G 
are seldom imported, the former being heavier than is 
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required and the latter not of sufficient strength. Prices per 
ton f. 0. b. Liverpool paid by different dealers on recent ship- 
ments were: No. 26 G, $66.40, discount 4 per cent $66.83, 
discount 2% per cent; $71.69, discount 3 per cent; No. 28G, 
$64.03, discount 4 per cent; $68.77, discount 4 per cent; $69.26, 
discount 2% per cent. 

“Quotations on Nos. 24 G and 30 G can not be obtained, 
nor do the merchants here seem to be informed as to the 
current prices of the American article. All are unanimous, 
however, in the, opinion that the American product is much 
higher priced than the English. Another item to be taken 
into account is the difference in the English and American 
tons, the former being the long ton of 2,240 pounds, while the 
Americans give only 2,000 pounds. The selling unit of cor- 
rugated iron in Santo Domingo is the nominal hundred- 
weight; that is, six sheets are considered as 100 pounds, 
although they actually weigh less. English exporters allow 
six months’ credit, collecting 5 or 6 per cent interest on cur- 
rent accounts.” 

MEXICO, 


The Climate Offers Peculiar Roofing Dificulties. 

In answer to an inquiry regarding the market for asphalt 
rubber roofings in Mexico, Consul L. J. Keena, of Chihuahua, 
writes : 

“There is an excellent market in this state, and probably 
throughout the larger cities of Mexico, for American roofing 
which can meet the requirements of this country. Rainfall 
here and through most of Mexico is confined to the wet sea- 
son, which lasts two or three months. For the remainder of 
the year there is no rain and one cloudless day succeeds 
another. During this period the roofs of all buildings are 
subjected to a fierce grilling from the heat of the sun. A roof 
to be satisfactory must stand this protracted dry spell with- 
out cracking or warping, which might render it ineffective 
during the next tainy season. The rainfall in this State aver- 
ages about six inches per month for the three months of the 
rainy season. This is a comparatively light precipitation. In 
some parts of Mexico an average of 20 inches is not excep- 
tional. 

“For general purposes, all Mexican houses and buildings 
may be classed as adobe. In buildings of this class the roofs, 
which are of the flat type, are made as follows: For houses 
of the poorer class, rafters of 2 by 4 inches or poles are 
laid. Across these is placed a close covering of split wood 
and on top of this is spread adobe mud mixed with straw 
This adobe is then smoothed off and the roof is finished 
Such a roof will need attention every year. In the better 
class of houses and buildings the same roof foundation is laid, 
except that 2 by 6 or 2 by 8 beams are used for the larger 
spans. Instead of the mixture of adobe and straw used on 
the poorer houses, a layer of cement is put over the wood, and 
if the best local construction is used, flat tiles are embedded 
in this cement and then covered with another layer of cement 
or a mixture of cement and adobe. A roof of this type may 
last three or four years without attention, and, again, it may 
leak from the moment of its completion and resist repeated 
efforts to repair it. 

“On a few of the houses in Chihuahua sheet roofing has 
been applied over the type of roof described above in lieu 
of other repair work. The owner of one of these houses 
states, that in spite of the greater initial expense, this form 
of roof covering has shown itself to be an economy, as after 
three years of service it is still in perfect condition.”

SAN LUIS POTOSI 

Causes Operating Against the Use of Rubber Roofing. 

The following information concerning the conditions af- 
fecting house roofing in the San Luis Potosi district is fur- 
nished by Consul George A. Bucklin, jr. : 

“Construction in this section follows very conservative 
lines and does not readily adopt new forms and new mate- 
rials; hence the present type of low, flat, tiled roof gives way 
but slowly to any other’ form, though foreigners adopt a 
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different type of construction when it is found more suitable 
or more economical. One of the great obstacles to the use of 
rubber roofings is that it requires an underlaying of some sup- 
porting material, commonly boards. Lumber here is very 
expensive, and even at the high prices it is not kiln-dried; 
hence, when laid beneath this roofing material, it is likely to 
warp under the strong rays of the sun and open seams and 
leaks. In cases it has been used over the tiles of old leaky 
roofs with good results, but to construct a building thus from 
the start would be too expensive. 

“Corrugated-iron roofing does not meet with these objec- 
tions, and hence finds a much greater demand. One of the 
largest dealers here stated that he sells twenty times as much 
of this roofing as of the prepared paper or rubber roofing. 
The demand is for the galvanized corrugated-iron roofing. 
The use of this material, however, is limited almost entirely 
to warehouses, sheds, engine rooms, smelter, and mining 
buildings, where the heat absorbed from the rays of the’ sun 
is not a serious objection. 

“It is probable that in the lower tropical sections of Mex- 
ico, such as in the coast regions and at Monterey, the asphalt 
rubber roofing would meet with greater favor for this rea- 
son. An opportunity now offers at Monterey that should not 
be overlooked by firms wishing to introduce construction ma- 
terials of all kinds. In the re-erection of thousands of struc- 
tures destroyed by the recent flood the most serviceable and 
economical materials wilk be desired, and there will be many 
opportunities for introducing such goods. An inquiry made 
as to the firms which produce a reliable roofing and as to 
persons having had experience with such materials shows that 
people will be slow to adopt anything which has not been 
shown to be suitable here. 

“The matter of roofing in San Luis Potosi is one which 
should repay study and experiment. Ninety-five per cent at 
least of the roofs are of tile laid in cement, or are of cement, 
and are hence very expensive. Nor are they entirely satis- 
factory, for it is a common saying here that a heavy and 
long continued rain sets half the roofs to leaking. 

“If some practical construction for the support of asphalt 
rubber roofing or other of like material could be devised, pro- 
viding at the same time for inclosing an air space for the 
nonconduction of heat immediately below the roofing, a large 
market could eventually be created for this line of materials.

SPAIN, 
American Prepared Roofing Gives Satisfaction to the Trade. 

Consul Edward J. Norton, of Malaga, reports as follows 
concerning the roofing system in that part of Spain: 

“There is very little demand for prepared roofing through- 
out this consular district and imports are consequently lim- 
ited. In the city of Malaga prepared roofing is only laid on 
buildings erected for temporary use—on sheds and small ware- 
houses. Throughout the rural districts the demand is still 
more limited and efforts to push the article have, so far, met 
with slight success. 

“The cities in this section of Spain are not growing rap- 
idly, and as a result there is little construction going on. 
Furthermore, all residence and business structures are built 
of brick or stone, and, following the old custom, are roofed 
with curved tiling. This tiling is fairly cheap, easily laid, 
and makes a durable and satisfactory roof. 

“The duties imposed on imported roofing further tend to 
restrict its use as a covering for the cheaper class of build- 
ings. The present tariff rate is 8.25 pesetas per 100 kilos 
($1.60 per 220 pounds), net weight. 

“Under the most favorable circumstances the Malaga 
market at present is not worth much time or attention as a 
field for the extension of sales in roofing. Several well- 
known brands of American roofing are sold by leading deal- 
ers in building materials and, as sales made some years ago 
have demonstrated the durability. of the material, the dealers 
say that stocks will be kept up sufficiently to meet all 
demands. ; 

“Efforts have been made by German manufacturers to 
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introduce a prepared roofing at prices considerably lower than 
the American product, but dealers are mot inclined to the 
purchase of these goods, in view of the established reputation 
of the American article. 

“Malaga dealers have only one complaint to make in 
connection with their purchases of American prepared roofing. 
They say that, on account of the loading, handling, and un- 
loading of the consignments of roofing sent abroad, the fre- 
quent jars cause the nails, caps, and cement, which are packed 
in the center of the roll, to become detached, work out, and 
be lost. This is a complaint that exporters of roofing have 
possibly heard before from the foreign handlers of their 
goods, and, in connection with the development of an export 
trade, it is a point to be studied and remedied. 

“The substitution of ordinary nails or tacks to take the 
place of galvanized nails and caps, and the inability to make 
tight laps on account of the absence of proper cement, un- 
doubtedly affect the wearing quality of the roofing.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Considering the time of the year, business for. the 
week has been seasonably active and of a satisfac- 
tory volume. Prices have been firmly maintained by 
manufacturers. In the absence of further snowstorms 
the congestion in traffic has been broken and deliveries 
on orders held up are now going forward with more 
freedom. Operations in the building trades have been 
more active, and as plans reported to carry on work 
this spring are large, a subsequent active spring de- 
mand for hardware is looked for. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg.. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for full 
carloads at the mill, and $2:10 for less than carloads 
at the mill. *. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire. 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 

Certain lines of cast iron hardware have been ad- 
vanced 10 to 15 per cent in price, such as gate hinges 
and latches and blind hinges. The manufacturers of 
steel shelf brackets have advanced the prices of these 
goods about 7% per cent. Prices of strap and T 
hinges and butts have also been advanced. Hinge 
hasps and staples remain unchanged. 

The new discounts on registers which, it was ex- 
pected, would be given out on February 1, showing a 
reduction from those of 1909, have not appeared, and 
prices remain unchanged. 


TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market remains unchanged and prices 
are firm. Buying is not as active as it was a few weeks 
ago, though manufacturers appear to be satished with 
the way in which specifications are coming in. The 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. are operating 185 
mills. For 100-pound I. C. coke tin-plate, 14x20, the 
price is $3.60 f. o, b. Pittsburg. 


SHEETS. 


Manufacturers of sheets are well pleased with the 
business that is being done in this commodity. A fairly 
large volume of new business for the second half of 
the year is reported.

PIG IRON. 


There has been rather less doing in the pig iron mar- 
ket than was noted in the previous week, though the 
conditions are still favorable to a good movement. A 
heavy tonnage of foundry iron has been placed during 
the past fortnight, the deliveries covering all positions 
from spot to: deliveries extending through the year. 
The trade has been greatly encouraged by the amount 
of business that has been developed for prompt or 
early delivery, as showing that the foundrymen have 
found business much better than they expected. 

That some of the recent business was secured 
through moderate concessions in prices seems certain. 
It is possible that not all of the iron bought for de- 
livery in the first half will be melted during that time, 
for it is suggested that much of the iron may have 
been bought in anticipation of future needs. 

The fact that the furnaces are still demanding a 
premium for deliveries in the last half is given as a 
possible reason why buyers may have been willing to 
anticipate their future needs to some extent, as it would 
be cheaper to buy iron and carry it than to pay the 
premium demanded for the desired delivery. 

Prices are steady in the Southern field, and rather 
easier in Virginia and the North. The Alabama fur- 
naces are generally quoting $14 ton, f. o. b. Birming- 
ham, though some of the furnaces are holding their 
product firmly at $14.50 ton. For the first half the 
Virginia. furnaces are holding their product firmly 
at $15.25@15.75 ton, Roanoke, but for the last half 
there is a firm market at $16@16.50 ton. 

The manufacturers of pig iron in Southern territory 
are enjoying a better demand for their product now 
than at any time since November. Three or four blast 
iron furnaces in the Birmingham district were recently 
turned on basic iron, a little better demand for that 
product having recently been received and still coming 
in at better prices than the foundry iron brings. A 
small furnace in Georgia, heretofore on foundry iron, 


has been put on charcoal iron, there being a good de- 
mand for that product, too. The inquiries for pig 
iron are strong, with promise of continuing in that 
€ondition for some time to come.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The market remains quiet with a waiting attitude mani- 
fested by both buyers and sellers. There is a fair amount of 
business going and some interest shown in the last half, but 
as yet no genuine movement toward large buying for that 
period. A few of the leading consumers have made pur- 
chases for the last half, many of them being the same ones 
who bought last September and October for the first half 
of this year, and it is generally conceded that they have made 
favorable contracts. 

“January departed with quite a good buying movement 
in the latter part. Some furnaces were willing to take busi- 
ness at slight concessions for the latter part of this year, and 
the tonnage will foot up well. This softening in prices was 
due more largely to the tremendous production going on at 
that time than any other feature. It is known that there has 
been no letting down in the consumption, which has been 
gradually increasing for some months with every prospect of 
a further increase. 

“One of the most favorable indications of the present 
moment is the increasing demand from abroad for our iron 
and steel. During the last year the export record showed a 
gain over 1908 and fell short of but two years in the records 
of 1906 and 1907. This improvement will undoubtedly hold 
during the présent year. 

“Coke is still far from interesting. The output is increas- 
ing; railroad movement is somewhat improved and as a con- 
sequence most of the buying is of a spot nature, although 
there are contracts pending which may be closed before next 
week covering furnace and foundry requirements during the 
balance of this year.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Tanuary was a month of heavy sales and February be- 
gins auspiciously. The new business booked last month was 
almost of record proportions. And while immense tonnages 
of malleable and basic were sold, yet foundry iron for an 
agreeable change had more than its share. For a long period 
the greatest activity in the market has been in the special 
irons—those for steel and malleable purposes—but now foun- 
dry iron has been exceedingly active. The most notable thing 
about the present buying is the desire to place contracts for 
delivery as far ahead as possible. 

“There is one bad feature of the situation and that is the 
fact that the railroads are unable to handle business with 
anything like promptness. This is particularly true of coal 
and coke. Freight is congested at many places and generally 
speaking freight service is slow and unsatisfactory. 

“There seems to be a practically unlimited amount of 
finished business offering. In fact the gross volume of the 
iron trade in all branches this year will pass all records. It 
was thought a short time ago that perhaps the malleable 
shops had outbuilt the immediate needs of the country, but 
this is shown to be a mistaken idea as there is now more 
work for the malleable concerns than they are able to handle. 
As for the steel mills, many of them are so tied up with busi- 
ness that they can accept no new specifications for any de- 
livery this side of July. So it goes in one great trade de- 
partment after another. Wherever you turn there is activity, 
real business in hand and expectations based not on hope but 
on visible future needs.”
